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DEHIVATION  AND  .iEANlNG  OF  THE  NAME 


No  very  satisfactory  theory  has  ever  been  advanced  to 
account  for  the  name  Bates. 

Some  authorities  derive  the  name  from  the  Anglo-S^xon 
word  "bate1*  meaning  "contention. " 

If  the  name  was  first  Bar  or  Barth,  the  evolution  was 
perhaps  Bahts,  Batts,  Battis,  Bate,  Bates;  Battis  is  also  one  of 
orthography. 

If  it  is  a  corruption  of  Barth,  this  may  be  a  form  of 
bar  which  means  "son  of."  In  the  Bible  we  have  the  name  Simon 
Bar-jona,  or  Simon,  son  of  Jona,  Just  as  Bartholomew  means  the 
eon  of  Thalmai  or  Talraai. 

It  is  also  supposed  to  be  derived  from 'Bartholomew' s 
son1' ,  Bartholomewr  being  shortened  to  Batte  or  Bate. 

Bardoley  says,  "Baptismal,  sen  cf  Bartholomew." 

Bowman  al so  says,  "from  Bat,  one  of  the  pet  forms  of 
Bartholomew. " 

Guppy  says,  "a  derivative  of  Bartholomew." 

Bartholomew  is  derived  from  the  Semitic  Bar-Talmal; 
Armaio  bar  -  son,  and  a  derivative  of  Hebrew  telem  -  a  furrow. 

Rupp  gives  the  meaning  as  "a  valiant  son,"  and  quotes  F. 
Plchler,  "It  may  be  derived  from  the  Hebrew,  Chaldaic,  and  Syriac 
bar  -  son,  and  Greek  tolma  -  boldness,  courage,  from  the  root  or 
the  verb  talao  -  to  have  boldness,  undertake,  hazard,  dare, 
support,  sustain;  or  from  the  Hebrew  tal  -  bear,  support." 

Arthur  and  Moody  give  the  meaning  as  "the  son  of  him  who 
maketh  the  waters  to  mount,"  or  a  son  that  suspends  the  waters, 
from  the  Hebrew. 

Nichols,  however,  s&ys  the  Hebrew  meaning  is,  "he  who 
prevents  or  assuages  affliction." 

George  V/ells  Bartholomew,  in  his  "Record  of  the 
Bartholomew  Family.,  "  gives  "Bartholomew:  English;  Syriac 
Bartholmal;  Syriac  Bar,  Hebrew  patronymic  for  son;  translated 
means  'kiss  the  son;'  Tholmal . or  Talmai,  Syriac  and  Hebrew 
•furrowed',  from  Hebrew  root  meaning  'to  furrow,  to  cut.'" 

Lower  gives  an  interesting  list  of  names  to  which  this 
name  has  given  rise  thus:  "  A  well-known  Christian  name  which, 
besides  having  itself  become  o.  surname,  has  given  rise  to  many 
others,  viz:  Barthelemy,  Barth,  Bartlett,  Barttelot,  Bartle,  and 
Bartle;  also,  through  its  nicked  form,  to  Batt,  Batts,  Bate, 
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Bates,  Batson,  Bateson,  Batey,  Batty,  Battye,  Batcock,  Badcock, 
Badkin,  and  Batkin." 

Albert  Carlos  Bates, M. A.  gives  a  different  suggestion  as 
follows.  •  ills  "theory  Is  that  as  our  early  ancestors  lived  in  a 
coastal  town,  they  would  have  much  to  do  with  boats  and  perhaps 
would  derive  their  livllhood  tlirough  the  use  of  boats.  «hat  more 
natural  or  likely  than  that  the  name  of  the  object  with  which 
•John'  and  •Thomas1  were  so  closely  associated  should  become 
attached  to  them  as  a  surname  and  they  come  to  be  known  as  'John 
of  the  Boat*  and  'Andrew  of  the  Boat'  or  'John  Boat'  and  'Andrew 
Boat'.  This  theory  seems  to  be  borne  out  by  the  will  of 
'Nicholas  de  la  Bate'  of  County  Kent,  who  died  1463-1468;  which  is 
recorded  at  Canterbury. 

"The  word  for  boat  as  used  early  in  England  and  in  the 
language  of  the  nearby  continental  countries  from  which  many 
English  words  were  derived  was  spelled  in  many  different  rays. 
Among  these  were  Bat,  Batt,  Bate,  and  Batus.  One  of  these  forms, 
it  will  be  noted,  is  the  Identical  spelling  of  our  family  surname. 

"The  final  's’  does  not  appear  on  the  family  name  in  the 
early  records,  and  even  today  families  by  the  name  of  Bate  are 
found  in  that  country.  The  addition  of  a  final  's'  appears  to  be 
an  American  Innovation,  often  making  its  first  appearance  with  the 
second  generation  of  the  family  born  in  this  country,  although  the 
time  of  change  is  in  no  wise  uniform." 


LOCATION  OF  THE  NAME 

The  name  of  Bate  or  Bates  was  a  common  one  in  England 
for  some  two  centuries  before  the  Puritans  went  to  New  England. 

i 

This  surname  has  two  principal  centers,  one  in  counties 
of  Leicester,  Rutland,  and  Warwick,  and  the  other  in  Kent.  From 
these  centers  it  has  extended  to  the  adjoining  counties;  but  it  is 
essentially  a  midland  and  eastern  county  name. 

The  original  name  of  Bartholomew  is  now  mostly  found  in 
the  counties  of  Kent  and  Lincoln;  but  in  its  numerous  derivative 
forms,  it  is  scattered  over  tzhe  land. 

Bate  is  the  usual  form  of  the  word  in  England,  and  all 
the  Pilgrims  of  that  name  were  Bate.  About  the  end  of  the  18th 
century,  Bates  became  the  accepted  form. 


EARLY  RE CORD 3 

Bate  used  as  a  family  name  is  a  very  early  English 
surname .  Its  early  recorded  use  is  noted  in  mention  of  Obertus 
Bate  as  a  land  holder  in  that  part  of  the  Doomesday  Book  relating 
to  the  Palatinate  of  Durham  written  in  118o.  Until  shortly  before 
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thl3  time,  very  few  persona  except  the  titled  classes  Lore 
distinguishing  surnames.

OUR  BATES  BRANCH  OF  THE  FAMILY  TREE 

The  English  home  of  our  Bate  ancestors  was  Lydd,  a  town 
on  the  southeast  shore  in  the  county  of  Kent,  about  sixty  miles 
southeast  of  London,  England.  Lydd  was  a  flourishing  market  town 
several  centuries  ago,  but  at  the  present  time,  is  known  only  as  a 
popular  summer  seaside  resort. 

The  most  prominent  object  in  the  town  is  the  ancient 
stone  churoh  of  All  Saints.  The  date  of  erection  is  not  known.  A 
portion  of  its  walls  is  said  to  date  back  to  the  period  of  Roman 
occupation  of  Britain.  From  early  in  the  15th  century,  numerous 
changes  and  additions  to  it  have  been  made. 

In  the  floor  of  the  aisles  of  the  church  are  numerous 
memorial  slabs,  several  of  them  inscribed  to  members  of  the  Bate 
family,  who  are  probably  burled  beneath  them. 

Blazoned  upon  several  of  the  tombstones  of  members  of 
the  Bate  family  in  the  church  at  Lydd  is  the  family  coat-of-arns . 

The  office  of  "Jurat  of  Lydd",  or  Lid,  was  held  by  the 
Bate  family  for  many  generations. 

On  the  earliest  record  book  of  Lydd,  known  as  the 
Chamberlain's  Account  Book,  William  Bate  is  mentioned  on  the  third 
page  under  date  of  August  7,1429,  as  a  Jurat  (or  Alderman)  of  the 

town.

The  volume  of  Churchwarden's  Accounts  begins  in  1520, 
and  on  .the  second  page  mention  is  made  of  "Andrew  Batys . " 

These  volumes  contain  many  items  of  interest  relating  to 
the  history  of  the  town  and  church,  Including  frequent  Bate 
references . 


The  church  register  begins  in  1538  and  is  complete 
except  for  the  loss  of  three  leaves.  It  contains  many  entries,  In 
Latin  and  not  too  legible  handwriting,  of  baptisms,  marriages,  and 
burials  of  members  of  the  Bate  family. 
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There  are  also  a  number  of  wills  of  members  of  our 
branch  of  the  family  among  the  records  of  the  Prerogative  Court  at 

Canterbury.
